Ways and Means to Obtain 


Service Chief Topic at 


All Meetings 


COLUMBUS, April 2—One out 


of every five Ohio farm homes 
uses electricity furnished 
from 


power lines, but the other four 
are usually not using this form 
of power because it is not avail- 
able. I. P. Blauser, specialist in 
agricultural 
engineering, 
O h i o 


State university, says the chief 
topic of discussions at farmers' 
meetings is the best way to ob- 
tain electrical energy for rural 
use. 


Federal aid to build rural power 


lines, increased interest of util- j 
ity companies in rural customers, 
and assistance from agricultural 
organizations and from the agri- 
cultural extension service indicate 
that 1936 will witness a great 
Increase in the mileage of power 
lines in Ohio. The Union Gas and 
Electric Company granted 6,300 
rural customers in the Miami val- 
ley a reduction in rates, effective 
January 31, which mean a saving 
of $40,000 a year on the electricity 
used. 


Consumption Increases 


Reductions in rates have result- 


ed in a greater use of electric pow- 
er in the communities where such 
concessions were granted. David 
E. Ullienthal, director, Tennessee 
Valley Authority, says, "Within 22 
months after rates were reduced 
about 50 per cent, total residential 
consumption of electricity in Tupe- 
lo, Mississippi, increased 267 per 
cent. 
In Athens, Alabama, after 


18 months, there was an increase 
of 272 per cent; and in the same 
period, in two county wide associa- 
tions in Alcorn and Pontotoc coun- 
ties, Mississippi, the increases in 
consumption of electricity 
were 


220 and 293 per cent respective- 
ly." 


Ohio farmers who have electrical 


power available are enthusiastic 
about its use. Herman F. Boes, 
Tiffin, some years ago agreed to 
use $11.82 worth of electricity each 
month if the 
power 
company 


would build one-half mile of line 
and make the power available at 
his farm. It is interesting to note 
what equipment he has bought in 
the years since. 


Mr, Boes says, "I first bought 


an electric range. This did away 
with all fuel carrying and dirt 
and to my surprise cost no more 
to operate than a range operated 
with coal. 
My next piece of 


equipment was a feed grinder and 
my grinding costs were reduced 
from five cents to one cent or 
less per bushel of grain. An 800 
chick electric brooder came next 
and the operating cost was no 
greater than for a coal burning 
brooder and I did not have to 
get up nights to tend fires.

"I installed a deep well water 


system in 1931 and have never 
had any trouble with the system 


since tt was installed.

Federal aid to bu ild ru ral power 


lines, increased interest of u til­ 
ity companies in ru ral cu stomers, j 
and assistance from a g ric u ltu ra l | 
organizations and from the agri- J 
cu ltu ral ex tension serv ice indicate j 
tha t 1936 will w itness a great ; 
increase in the m ileage of power 
lines in Ohio. The Union Gas and 
Electric Company granted 6 ,300 
ru ral cu stomers in the Miami v al­ 
ley a redu ction in rates, effectiv e 
Janu ary 31, which mean a sav ing 
of $40,000 a y ear on the ePectricity 
u sed. 
Consumption Increases 
Redu ctions in rates hav e resu lt- j 
ed in a greater u se of electric pow­ 
er in the commu nities where su ch 
concessions were granted. 
Dav id 
E. Lillienthal, director, Tennessee 
Valley Au thority , say s, “W ithin 22 
m onths after rates were redu ced 
abou t 5 0 per cent, total residential 
! consu mption of electricity in Tu pe- 
lo, Mississippi, increased 26 7 per 
cent. 
In Athens, Alabama, after 
18 months, there was an increase 
of 27 2 per cent; and in the same 
period, in two cou nty wide associa­ 
tions in Alcorn and Pontotoc cou n­ 
ties, Mississippi, the increases in 
consu mption of electricity 
were 


220 and 293 per cent respectiv e­ 
ly .” 
Ohio farm ers who hav e electrical 
power av ailable are enthu siastic 
abou t its u se. 
H erm an F. Boes, 
Tiffin, some y ears ago agreed to 
u se $11.8 2 w orth of electricity each 
month if the 
power 
com pany 
wou ld bu ild one-half mile of line 
and make the power av ailable a t 
his farm . It is interesting to note 
w hat equ ipment he has bou ght in 
the y ears since. 
Mr. Boes say s, “I first bou ght 
an electric range. 
This did aw ay 
with all fu el carry ing and dirt 
and to my su rprise cost no more 
to operate than a range operated 
with coal. 
My nex t 
piece of 
equ ipment was a feed grinder and 
my grinding costs were redu ced 
from fiv e cents to one cent or 
less per bu shel of grain. 
An 8 00 
chick electric brooder came nex t 
and the operating cost was no 
greater than for a coal bu rning 
brooder and I did not hav e to 
get u p nights to tend fires. 
Water Well Prov ided 
“I installed a deep well w ater 
sy stem in 1931 and hav e nev er

A county farmer with 100 acres 


of average soil might have had, 
in 1935, 30 acres of corn, 20 acres 
of oats, 10 acres of wheat, 10 
acres of alfalfa, 20 acres of per- 
manent pasture, and 10 acres in 
woodlot, orchard, building plots, 
and roads. 
The corn, oats, and 


wheat in 1935 were the soil-de- 
pleting crops for that farm and 
their total acreage, 60 acres, would 
be the soil depleting base for that 
farm. To qualify for any payment 
under the soil conservation law, 
this farmer must have in 1936 at 
east 15 per cent of 60 acres, that 
is, at least 9 acres in soil con- 
serving crops.
